Great Britain’s fleet and air force rained blows at Germany and Italy 
today as the Axis powers circulated reports that a world front of “new 
-——-— ———=* empires” — Germany, Italy, Spain, 


Russia and Japan—was under dis- 
cussion. 

The Royal Air Force hammered 
at both ends of the Axis, in one of 
the most extended attacks of the 
war. Berlin was subjected to a five 
hour raid, longest of the war. Six 
waves of British bombers swept 
over the German capital in an at- 
tack that ended in the early hours 
of the morning. 

The axis reports of a world front 
of “new empires” came from Rome 
where they were linked with a con- 
ference which will be held tomor- 
row by Italian foreign minister, 
Count Galeazzo Ciano, and Adolf 
Hitler in Berlin. 

The British-Free French action at 
Dakar was being written off in Lon- 
don today as a fiasco and reports 
circulated that Gen. Charles De 
Gaulle may be displaced as head of 
the movement of “Free Frenchmen.” 
Widespread doubt existed as to his 
political judgment. It was held that 
he had mistakenly led the British 
into an adventure which not only 
lowered De Gaulle’s prestige am- 
ong the French but damaged Brit- 
ish prestige.
